Mountain View County erased the past and will 
look to the future as far as the County administra¬ 
tion building is concerned. 

Council voted unanimously to rescind the June 27, 
2001 motion "that Council proceed with plans to con¬ 
struct a new administration building" and will form a 
committee to look at the issue. 

The building was voted against by ratepayers in 
October during the municipal elections. 

Further studies on the existing building will be con¬ 
ducted specifically to the concrete foundation wall and 
footing, asbestos and hazardous materials analysis and 
indoor air quality monitoring during the winter 
months. 

According to a report contained in the Jan. 23 
agenda some questions arose during the last couple of 
months that demonstrate the need to conduct in-depth 
studies of the current building which were not ini¬ 
tially requested. The initial structural review was 
visual only and some comments from the public indi¬ 
cate the review should be conducted again which would 
include core samples. 

An air-quality test was done on Aug. 27, 2001, which 
happened to be one of the warmer days of summer 
with the air conditioning units running. The County 
believes another test should be done during the win¬ 
ter months as well. The tests, in order to be more 
comprehensive should be done throughout the entire 
building as well, the report suggests. 

Mountain View County CAO Harold Johnsrude said 
the committee should not meet until these studies are 
completed so that the information can be used during 
discussions. 

County Council determined at their recent work¬ 
shop that it would be appropriate for a committee to 
be established including representation from the pub¬ 
lic. The membership of the Administration Building 
Review Committee include two councillors - Dave 
Derksen and Charlie Van Arnam, five members at large 
- three which have been established, the County Com¬ 
missioner and assistant commissioner. 

All seven divisions in the County will be represented. 
The members at large come from the divisions that 
are not represented by the Councillors on the com¬ 
mittee. The County still needs two members at large 
in divisions four and six.

Second, Council approved of 
an open market system for 
commercial waste collection 
where by allowing businesses 
to select their own service pro¬ 
vider. 

Third, Council supported the 
Mountain View Regional Solid 
Waste Commission's Waste Re¬ 
duction Initiatives by allowing 
the Waste Commission to de¬ 
velop and present a plan to 
phase in Roll Out Carts and 
Composting within the commu¬ 
nity. 

The Waste Commission has 
provided options that could 
lower tipping fees through the 
roll-out bin system that encour¬ 
ages residential composting. 
This would involve the pur¬ 
chase of roll-out bins, either by 
residents or by the Town to pro¬ 
mote the separation of mixed 
waste. 

If Council gave approval to 
this method the Waste Commis¬ 
sion could phase in such a pro¬ 
gram over the next 12, 18 or 
24 months. 

Council will vote on that 
proposal once it has been 
drafted. 

The residential waste bids 
received from Canadian Waste 
and the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Commission were 
very competitive with Canadian 
Waste being the low bid by just 
over three dollars for the year. 

The Waste Commission bid 
for residential waste was 
$90,540 based on hand collec¬ 
tion while Canadian Wastes 
was $90,536.94. The bids do not 
include tipping fees charged for

Parliament said a variety of numbers have been given to 
different municipalities and although insurance companies 
have said past claims help set the figures, Parliament said 
many Town are failing to see the correlation. 

"The figures do not make sense." 

Before the Town decided to go with AUMA for insurance, 
the Town was being covered on a day-by-day basis through its 
old insurer AON. 

Parliament told Council that incidents like Sept. 11, 
Walkerton, and North Battleford were reasons for the in¬ 
creases. 

"Municipalities are a huge risk," he said. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said he would like the insurance 
companies to have their reports in by September next year so 
that more time could be put into investigating rates before 
having to make a decision.

Ag. Society will build future at new location

Build it and they will 
come. 

The Didsbury Agricultural 
Society took its first major 
step in creating an agricul¬ 
tural grounds of the future 
by purchasing nearly 80 
acres north of town. 

For years the Society has 
kept its facilities in Town but 
in the name of expansion and 
long-term growth the organi¬ 
zation will be looking to es¬ 
tablish itself just outside 
Didsbury's Town limits. 

"The desire for the Ag. So¬ 
ciety to do this has been there 
since as long as I have been 
included," said Treasurer 
Kim Pross. "The long-term 
vision is to have competitive, 
attractive exhibition 

grounds." 

Even though the land has 
been bought, the Didsbury 
Agricultural Society is still 
in the planning stages of 
what they eventually want to 
accomplish. Pross said most 
hope for outdoor and indoor 
facilities at the newly ac¬ 
quired land in the next 10 to 
20 years. 

"Each year we are hoping 
to do a little more - add some¬ 
thing every year." 

The land purchased by the 
Ag. Society includes a house 
that will one day be suited to 
house the Agricultural Soci¬ 
ety offices and shed to hold 
equipment. 

On the current situation

in Didsbury, Pross said the fa¬ 
cilities have been good and 
that the arena has been a great 
building for the Ag. Society, 
but that access to it cut down 
on the number events and the 
type of events the Ag Society 
would like to do in the future. 

"I don't think anyone can 
compete with the quality of fa¬ 
cility (the arena) is. It’s a phe¬ 
nomenal building to ride in. 
There is extra space because 
of the small ice surface. 

"It's a beautiful facility. We 
are just restricted by time.” 

Pross said the rodeo will be 
held in the arena once again 
next year as the new project 
is still in the infancy of plan¬ 
ning stages. 

Now that a dream is start¬ 
ing to take shape the Ag Soci¬ 
ety will try to come up with 
the funds to build on it. Pross 
said that grant applications 


will be sought after by the Ag¬ 
ricultural Society and that 
tabs will be kept on the pro¬ 
vincial government at budget 
time to see what kinds of 
monies are available. 

They will also continue to 
fundraise using their cattle 
draw as another source of in¬ 


come for the project. 

While in the planning stage 
the Agricultural Society is 
also looking to have commu¬ 
nity input and involvement. 
Pross said one of the main 
goals is to work with the com¬ 
munity regarding the new 
site. 


But for now the acquisition 
has raised the excitement 
level of those in the Agricul¬ 
tural Society. 

"Everyone is very positive 
right now and has a lot of 
ideas. We see that the poten¬ 
tial is unlimited on what we 
can do out there."

Improving health care without a 
tax increase is a must 


Don Mazankowski's report 
is a breath of fresh air. For 
many years, the only health 
care debate has been about how 
much taxpayers' money should 
be spent. But now Albertans 
have a report with specific sug¬ 
gestions on improving the 
health care system itself, rather 
than just throwing more money 
at it. 

The Alberta government 
should implement many of 
Mazankowski's recommenda¬ 
tions to make our health care 
system more accountable, pro¬ 
vide patients with more choice, 
establish performance goals, 
evaluate outcomes, and explore 
alternate ways of financing. 

Health care was one quar¬ 
ter of Alberta's budget in the 
1980s, is about one third today, 
and could take up half the pro¬ 
vincial budget as early as 2008. 
It is during old age that a per¬ 
son incurs the majority of the 
total health care costs incurred 
over an entire lifetime. An ag¬ 
ing population therefore makes 
the current system financially 
unsustainable. 

In his report, Mazankowski 
weighs several options for fi¬ 
nancing health care. For ex¬ 
ample, user fees might reduce 
demand for medical services 
somewhat, but charging them 
at the point of service would 


contravene the Canada Health 
Act. Making health services a 
taxable benefit would cause fi¬ 
nancial hardship to some, and 
would make Alberta’s income 
tax system more complex. A 
sales tax dedicated to health 
care would be rejected by most 
Albertans. Finally, he recom¬ 
mends against privately funded 
and privately delivered health 
services, arguing that 
Albertans should not be denied 
access to health services be¬ 
cause they are unable to pay. 

Mazankowski concludes 
that the best options are medi¬ 
cal savings accounts, variable 
health care premiums, a na¬ 
tional strategy to manage and 
contain increasing drug costs, 
and allowing regional health 
authorities to raise additional 
revenues to pay for the services 
they provide. 

Mazankowski also recom¬ 
mends increasing health care 
premiums, which now provide 
the Alberta government with 
$670 million per year, about 
1191 of health care costs. The 
federal government pays 1691. 
The remaining 7391 of Alberta's 
health care budget comes from 
provincial taxes: personal in¬ 
come tax, corporate income tax, 
fuel tax. property tax, alcohol 
and tobacco taxes, and oil and 
gas royalties. 


No matter how you look at 
it, health care premiums are a 
tax. Raising health care premi¬ 
ums to cover 2091 of health care 
costs, as Mazankowski recom¬ 
mends, is a tax increase, pure 
and simple. 

Designating specific taxes 
for specific purposes, like fuel 
tax for road construction, pro¬ 
motes accountability and trans¬ 
parency. Using premiums to 
fund health care, in and of it¬ 
self, is good. But health care 
premiums should not be in¬ 
creased unless there is an 
equivalent reduction to per¬ 
sonal income tax. 

The Premier’s Advisory 
Council on Health was created 
to look at ways of improving 
Alberta's health care system so 
that it would not eat up more 
and more tax revenues with 
every passing year. Increasing 
taxes - in the form of higher 
health care premiums - is ac¬ 
ceptable only if other taxes are 
cut by the same amount. The 
government should implement 
many of Mazankowski's recom¬ 
mendations. But health care 
premiums should not be in¬ 
creased unless there is an 
equivalent cut to personal in¬ 
come tax.

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Trails 
program 
steps on 
farmers 

Dear Editor, 

The Alberta Government 
is in the Process of cutting 
money to many social serv¬ 
ices & HEALTH CARE; 
BUT they intend to spend 
money on a trail system 
throughout Alberta, The 
Alberta Government paid 
$40,000 for a report to tell 
how much money the Fed¬ 
eral and Provincial Govern¬ 
ment & local businesses 
would benefit from the sales 
of snow mobiles and those 
using the rail line near 
Drumheller and Stettler. 
The cost of building this 324 
km of trail would be 7.4 mil¬ 
lion dollars with an annual 
maintenance Fee of $633 450 
on top of that. Who is going 
to pay for this? 

The trails in Ontario have 
had major problems financial 
& otherwise. The Ontario 
Government (The Tax Pay¬ 
ers) paid for the construc¬ 
tion of trails. The mainte¬ 
nance costs were financed 
through tax levies to the 
Counties. These trails are 
opened to snowmobile Clubs 
and they are now consider¬ 
ing opening them to ATV 
clubs because these clubs 
help pay for maintenance 
and volunteer clean up. 
These trails are police free 
zones with problems of 
drinking and driving, ATY 
Motor bikes going on etc. In 
one day an adjacent land- 
owner counted 200 
snowmobiles that went by 
until 5:30 a.m. 

It looks as though the 
Alberta Government has de¬ 
cided to follow Britain's de¬ 
cision to take away the 
rights of private ownership 
of land The British Govern¬ 
ment forced unwanted trails 
throughout agriculture 
land. In the year 2000 Brit¬ 
ain said that since the gov¬ 
ernment gave grants to ag¬ 
riculture, private land own¬ 
ers no longer had the right 
to keep the public off their 
land. In 2001 Britain even 
went so far as to declare 
that Bulls were not allowed 
loose in the pastures so as 
to ensure safety of Public 
trespassers. With people 
crossing the land - Hoof & 
Mouth Disease came and de¬ 
stroyed the Agriculture In¬ 
dustry. And surprise, sur¬ 
prise also destroyed the 
tourism industry on the 
Drumheller, AB (Cosway) 
rail line (107 km) there are 
29,000 cattle 56,000 chick¬ 
ens and 2,000 pigs adjacent 
to this proposed trail. Hoof 
and Mouth Disease will be 
brought in by one of the 
thousands of tourists that 
visit Drumheller.

Ratepayers will not pay to save home from river

Mountain View County tax¬ 
payers will not be footing a 
$852,000 bill to save homes 
from their eventual demise in 
the Red Deer River. 

County councillors unani¬ 
mously passed a motion, dur¬ 
ing their Jan. 23 meeting, to 
stop assisting landowners in 
the Molmac Subdivision in 
accessing provincial funds to 
address river erosion issues 
unless landowners enter into 
an agreement declaring the 
county is not responsible for 
the bank erosion or 
remediation. 

Harold Johnsrude, Moun¬ 
tain View County commis¬ 
sioner, explained the reasons 
behind this motion. 

“If we get involved with 
residents accessing provincial 
funding we do not want to be 
held responsible for any fur¬ 
ther steps with regards to the 
bank stabilization project in 
the future, for example, maybe 
15 years down the road if any 
more issues arise,” said 
Johnsrude. 

Since Aug. 2000, Mountain 
View County has assisted 
these residents by providing 


studies looking at river ero¬ 
sion west of Sundre, near the 
subdivision and follow-up en¬ 
gineer drawings. So far the 
county has covered costs to¬ 
talling $60,000. 

The motion read: the Coun¬ 
ty’s involvement in accessing 
those provincial funds is con¬ 
ditional upon the participat¬ 
ing landowners entering into 
an agreement with the 
county regarding this project 
and providing necessary re¬ 
leases and indemnities to the 
county.” 

“It is very clear to me that 
for the county to continue we 
need assurances from the land 
owners,” said Reeve Ian 
Harvie. Councillor Linda 
Burrell agreed. 

“We will not put this bill 
to the voters of Mountain 
View County,” said Burrell. 

“I can’t, in good con¬ 
science staddle the ratepayer 
with an $800,000 bill - this 
has to go back to the resi¬ 
dents,” said Burrell. 

The Molmac subdivision 
was approved in phases dur¬ 
ing the late 1970 and 1980s. 
It is made up of 16 lots with 
one other lot designated as 
municipal reserve. 


Although only one home is 
in immediate danger, three 
more homes are in dangerous 
territory, said an engineer re¬ 
port to Mountain View 
County. 

The report stated the ben¬ 
efits of providing bank 
stabilization are most benefi¬ 
cial to the home owners 
within close proximity to the 
river. 

Without any bank 
stabilization the river will 
eventually erode the land on 
which two homes have been 
built on the lot closest to the 
river. 

It also stated that homes 
not built on the river’s edge 
are expected to live out the 
home’s life expectancy. 
Some residents, whose homes 
are not in immediate danger, 
feel they should not have to 
share in the liability. 

Arnie Shea, a homeowner 
in the subdivision who built 
on a plateau, who says his 
home will never be in danger, 
spoke to council about their 
decision. 

“I agree with you, I never 
did think Mountain View 
County taxpayers should be 
responsible. I shouldn’t be 


responsible either. The only 
one responsible should be the 
home owner,” said Shea to 
county council. 

The home owner in the 
most danger, Don Molesky, 
maintains residents of the 
Molmac subdivision are all 
responsible. He would like as 
much cost sharing as possi¬ 
ble. Molesky explained at a 
July, 2001 Molmac residents 
meeting, if the river were al¬ 
lowed to erode the land, even¬ 
tually it would endanger the 
whole subdivision. 

Council reported the appli¬ 
cation to access a grant which 
pays for up to 65 per cent of 
the bank stabilization costs or 
home relocation, not exceed¬ 
ing $250,000, has been re¬ 
ceived but they do not know 
its status. 

This motion by the county 
will put the matter back into 
the hands of the land owners. 

“Now the property owners 
can vote on how they would 
like to proceed,” said Shea. 

Many of these homes are 
owned by seniors who are now 
unable to sell their properties 
until the erosion issues are

solved. Until it is decided 
what route residents will take 
to solve this issue homeown¬ 
ers are liable and 
must disclose any information 
about the possible river ero¬ 
sion and future tax levies if 
they attempt to sell their 
property. Shea expects resi¬ 
dents to meet and discuss 
their options some time in 
April or May. 

Don Molesky could not be 
reached for comment.

Chinook’s Edge teachers give notice to strike

The 642 teachers in Chinook’s Edge school division 
could go on strike on Monday morning, leaving 11,179 
students locked out of classes and effectively bringing 
the 2001-2002 school year to a halt. 

On Jan. 28 the teachers gave notice of intention to 
strike on Feb. 4. 

Despite months of negotiations, everything now 
comes down to last-ditch mediated talks scheduled for 
the afternoon of Jan. 31. 

If no agreement is reached on that date, Chinook’s 
Edge teachers will strike. 

“If we don’t have a settlement on the 31st, then 
we’re out on the 4th,” local #17 president Bob Worsfold 
said at a meeting of ATA locals in Edmonton on Satur¬ 
day. “Unless we have an agreement before the end of 
the 31st, there will be a strike.” 

On Monday Chinook’s Edge chairman Roy Brassard 
said. “Naturally we are disappointed with this devel¬ 
opment. A strike isn’t in the best interests of students.” 

The ATA local and the board have been locked in 
negotiations since last fall. The teachers have been 
without a contract since August. 

Wages and classroom sizes are the two principle is¬ 
sues in the labour dispute. The ATA has asked for a 20 
per cent wage increase over two years, while the prov¬ 
ince has countered with six per cent. 

Schools in the division include those in Olds, Car- 
stairs, Sundre, Didsbury and Innisfail. 

On Jan. 15 Chinook’s Edge teachers voted over¬ 
whelmingly to strike. 

Following an ATA recommendation last week, thou¬ 
sands of teachers from across the province are poised 
to walk off the job on Feb. 4. 

Chinook’s Edge would need more than $5 million in 
additional funds to meet teachers’ demands, said board 
chairman Roy Brassard, adding the board has less than 
$1 million available in discretionary funds. 

“There’s no way we could even touch that (teacher 
demands),” said Brassard. 

“I hope no one is under the impression that we could 
fix this if we wanted to locally. We couldn’t. 

“There are provincial factors at play, and so it is 
fair to say that a strike is a very real possibility.” 

The Chinook’s Edge teachers are in dispute with 
the province, not the school board, said Worsfold. 

“We’re really arguing with the provincial govern¬ 
ment and not our local boards, I mean they are caught 
in the middle,” said Worsfold. “That’s been the story 
all along. The board has been underfunded continu¬ 
ally and are still underfunded.” 

PARENTS TOLD TO PREPARE 

If the Chinook’s Edge teachers do strike on Mon¬ 
day, all classes will be immediately cancelled, the board 
said. Chinook’s Edge is advising parents to ensure their 
children have removed all personal or study items be¬ 
fore a strike. 

“Following 72 hours notice, our schools will close,” 
said Brassard. 

“Classes will not continue. Our buses will no longer 
operate. As a result, you will have to make alternative 
arrangements for child care.” 

All extra curricular activities including all field trips, 
sports, fine-arts and other clubs, team and group ac¬ 
tivities will be cancelled. 

As well, clubs, associations or groups who use the 
schools during after school hours will not be permit¬ 
ted to use school facilities. “Because our staff will be 
reduced, we cannot keep the schools open to user groups 
while at the same time ensuring the safety and secu¬ 
rity of our buildings. 

“Chinook's Edge would ask parents of students to 
ensure they have made child care arrangements for 
their children starting on Feb. 4. Parents can also ex¬ 
pect that textbooks, as well as course outlines and/or 
long range plans will be available either through their 
child, or through their school’s office.”

Meanwhile, a war of words has broken out between 
the local and the board after each side accused the other 
of cancelling talks scheduled for Jan. 25 and 28. 

“The provincial Alberta Teachers Association has 
informed the local ATA it is not willing to let those 
discussions go ahead without its provincial representa¬ 
tive being involved,” Brassard said Wednesday. “We 
are disappointed. We had hoped we could get away from 
the provincial agenda and focus on local issues. 

“We know that some of the issues that are of con¬ 
cern throughout the province are not as big of an is¬ 
sue here. We wanted to be able to hear what concerns

teachers in Chinook’s Edge have.” 

The Chinook’s Edge board had hoped the two meet¬ 
ings would have allowed the sides to come to a local 
arrangement, said Brassard. 

“We want to arrive at a local solution. Chinook’s 
Edge had hoped discussions with only local repre¬ 
sentatives present, would help the board separate 
provincial issues from local concerns. 

“We value our teachers. We wanted to be able to 
hear what concerns teachers in Chinook’s Edge have. 
We were, and still are, prepared to do our very best 
to resolve their concerns.” 

However, Worsfold says Chinook’s Edge, not the 
local #17, cancelled the scheduled meetings. 

“They cancelled, not us,” said Worsfold. “It wasn’t 
us who cancelled out. We were still hopeful that we 
could settle on that day.” 

In a press release, Worsfold called the board’s ac¬ 
tions ‘highly irresponsible’. 

“Chinook’s Edge teachers are understandably up¬ 
set by the board’s actions. 

Extending an offer to meet, setting dates and then 
cancelling the meeting so close to impending job ac¬ 
tion seems highly irresponsible.” 

During Saturday’s ATA meeting in Edmonton, 


Larry Booi, president of the ATA, said the Chinook’s 
Edge board has been very difficult to deal with. 

“That has been a tough board to come to grips with 
their problems,” said Booi. “Some of the boards are a 
lot easier to work with. Teachers are frustrated that 
they can’t even get Chinook’s Edge to start talking.” 

Worsfold added the following: “We had our hopes 
up that we could have arrived at a solution in those 
two days S teachers believe a resolution to the situa¬ 
tion is possible at the local level.” 

Elsewhere, Learning Minister Lyle Oberg is call¬ 
ing on teachers to remain on the job. 

“I encourage the ATA and school board to continue 
with their local negotiations and work towards an 
agreement that will keep teachers and students in 
classrooms. I sincerely hope that a strike will be pre¬ 
vented,” said Oberg. 

The Alberta School Boards Association (ASBA), 
which represents elected board trustees across the 
province, is also calling on teachers not to to strike. 

“Please don’t leave students we serve behind,” said 
ASBA president Michele Mulder. 

“I urge all parties involved to keep students in mind 
as they make decisions in the days and weeks to 
come.”

Didsbury graduate will carry Olympic torch

A high school graduate 
from Didsbury will receive a 
thrill of a lifetime when the 
Olympic torch for the 2002 
Salt Lake City Winter Olym¬ 
pic Games is passed to him on 
its way to the host city. 

Thirty-three-year-old Chris 
Straughan, son of Jill and 
Allan Tuggle, has been se¬ 
lected to carry the Olympic 
flame on one leg of its jour¬ 
ney to the Salt Lake City 
Games thanks in part for be¬ 
ing a pioneer in bringing curl¬ 
ing to Utah. 

"Pure excitement," says 
Straughan in being chosen as 
an official torchbearer. "It's 
such an honour. I have been 
following it since day one. 

"My story is not one of great 
importance. I didn't bust into 
a burning building to save peo¬ 
ple or donate a kidney to a 
loved one. But it is very per¬ 
sonal to me because of my in¬ 
volvement in curling." 

Straughan, was nominated 
by his wife Monique for the 
honour. And it was that nomi¬ 
nation that contained the 
countless hours Chris has 
spent helping establish Utah's 
only curling club and intro¬ 
ducing so many people to the 
sport that helped him achieve 
the coveted position. 

The curling club hosted the 
United States Nationals in 
2000 and the World Junior 
Championships in 2001. 
Straughan said the club has 
learned much from those ex¬ 
periences and is confident the 
games will go off without a 
hitch. 

Just after the Olympics 
were awarded to Salt Lake 
City in 1995, Straughan was 
one of the group that helped 
establish the Ogden Curling

Club. His participation with 
that group has allowed him to 
travel to many parts of the 
world and be involved in some 
world class curling events. 

More importantly to 
Straughan he has helped in¬ 
troduce hundreds of people to 
the sport of curling. 

The Ogden venue which 
will be used in the Olympics 
for curling is a hockey rink 
that will be transformed into 
six sheets of ice for the curl¬ 
ing event much the same way 
the Saddledome was when 
Calgary hosted the Brier. It 
is also where the local club 
plays. Every time they em¬ 
bark on a session of curling 
they have to change the skat¬ 
ing rink ice into curling 
sheets and have to move the 
rocks out of a storage com¬ 
partment. 

"We are being left a legacy 
by the Olympics with the 
sport of curling," said 
Straughan who hopes the pro¬ 
motion of the sport helps it 
grow in the Western United 
States and that the Ogden 
Curling Club is able to find 
its own home. 

Curling was an important 
part of Straughan's life and 
the love for the sport was 
shaped in Didsbury. 
Straughan was introduced to 
the sport in Mr. Drever's 
Phys. Ed class and that led 
him to curl competitively 
through the school on a mixed 
team which saw him go to 
provincials. 

It was that expertise and 
the volunteer hours he put 
into curling in Utah that 


helped set up a program big 
enough to take on the Winter 
Games Competition. 

Straughan will run his leg 
with the Olympic torch on ei¬ 
ther Feb. 7 or Feb. 8. As the 
date gets closer and the routes 
more decided the time will be¬ 
come concrete. 

Currently as a volunteer 
Straughan has a pass that will 
allow him to watch the dress 
rehearsal of the Salt Lake 
City Games' opening cer¬ 
emony. He is desperately try¬ 
ing to find an extra ticket for 
his wife. 

"It may take me the rest of 
my life to thank her for this,” 
he said.

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LEARNING 

Koinonia provides 
special help for 
special needs

The Special-Education De¬ 
partment at Olds Koinonia 
Christian School is best de¬ 
scribed as an “area in 
progress.” 

It fits, then that as the di¬ 
rector of the special needs pro¬ 
gram at OKCS, Audrey 
Tompkins says her responsibili¬ 
ties are “constantly evolving.” 
As students grow and mature, 
so do the academic challenges! 

As special-education work¬ 
ers, “we are responsible to plan 
programs for students who 
have difficulties with the regu¬ 
lar curriculum,” she said. “We 
have to motivate the students 
to help them see themselves as 
successful learners.” 

At Olds Koinonia, 10 Spe¬ 
cial-Education Assistants (in¬ 
cluding an Early Literacy spe¬ 
cialist), work daily with 15-20 
special- need students at the 
teacher’s requests. These stu¬ 
dents, from ECS to Grade 6, 
split their school-day between 
regular work in the classrooms 
and the one-on-one or small 
group training with their per¬ 
sonalized aide. Staff work with 
various areas of special needs, 
including such physical chal¬ 
lenges such as deafness, emo¬ 
tional issues, social factors and 
specific academic issues. 

“Sometimes they just need 
that infusion of more one-on- 
one,” she said. 

According to Mrs. 
Tompkins, one of the primary 
endeavours of OKCS’ Special 
Education staff is to provide the 
special-needs students with a 
solid basis in Math and Lan¬ 
guage Arts to where students 
can work at a level appropri¬ 


ate to them. Advancement is 
achieved through repetition, 
motivation and hands-on learn¬ 
ing techniques such as using 
math manipulatives. 

“As a special-education 
teacher, you deal with a lot of 
motivational issues. You help 
students interact with ideas.” 

But just how beneficial is the 
Special-Education program? 

“To the student, it’s essen¬ 
tial,” said Mrs. Tompkins. 
“Without appropriate program¬ 
ming designed to meet their 
needs, these kids can’t succeed 
in the regular curriculum. As 
well, this type of assistance 
supports the teachers.” 

As for parents, response has 
been very positive. “It’s a huge 
concern to parents that their 
school meets the needs of their 
child’s learning.” 

More importantly, however, 
is the beneficial effort the 
unique program has on stu¬ 
dents, themselves. 

“The child becomes excited 
about learning and is able to 
interact with whatever it is you 
are trying to teach them. They 
see themselves as somebody 
who can learn and can succeed.

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QUESTION: Our family physician wants to examine my 
13-year-old son without my being in the room. That’s OK 
with me, but I expect him to tell me what my boy says and 
what his medical condition is. That’s where we disagree. He 
says he must keep their conversation confidential. Am 1 right 
to expect to be informed and involved? 

DR. DOBSON: Teen-agers are typically sensitive and mod¬ 
est about their bodies — especially when their parents are 
around — so I can understand the need for privacy during a 
physical exam. The larger issue here, however, is the physi¬ 
cian’s accountability to you as the mother, and at this point, 
I agree entirely with the position you have taken. Other par¬ 
ents have expressed similar concerns to me. I’m reminded of 
a mother who told me that she took her 14-year-old daughter 
to their pediatrician for a routine physical exam. The mother 
was aware that her daughter was beginning to develop physi¬ 
cally and might be sensitive to her being in the examining 
room. 

She offered to remain in the waiting room, but the girl 
objected. “I don’t want to go in there by myself,” she said. 
“Please come with me.” After arguing with her daughter for 
a moment, the mother agreed to accompany her to the exam¬ 
ining room. When the exam was over, the doctor turned to 
the mother and criticized her for intruding. He said in front 
of the girl: “You know, you really had no business being in 
the examining room. It is time I related directly to your daugh¬ 
ter. You should not even be aware of the care that I give her 
or the medication I prescribe. Nor should you know the things 
that are said between us. My care of your daughter should 
now be a private matter between her and me.” The girl had 
been going through a period of rebellion, and the mother felt 
her authority was weakened by the doctor’s comments. It 
was as though he were saying: “Your day of supervision of 
your daughter has now passed. She should now make her 
own decisions.” 

Fortunately, that mother was unwilling to do as she was 
told and promptly found a new doctor. Good for her! I have 
discussed this conversation with several pediatricians, and 
they have all agreed with the doctor in this case. They em¬ 
phasized the importance of a youngster having someone to 
talk with in private. 

Perhaps. But I object to the autonomy demanded by the 
physician. Fourteen-year-old boys and girls are not grown, 
and their parents are still the best people to care for them 
and oversee their development. It is appropriate for a physi¬ 
cian to have some private moments with a young patient, but 
he or she should never forget to whom accountability is owed. 
Furthermore, if greater authority is to be granted to the doc¬ 
tor, the parent had better find out just what he or she be¬ 
lieves about contraceptives for minors, premarital sex, spir¬ 
itual matters and the like. 

Be careful whom you choose to trust with the body and 
the soul of your child. The pace of living is so frantic today 
that we have become dangerously willing to accept surrogate 
parenting from a variety of professionals who meander 
through our lives. 

Educators, youth ministers, athletic coaches, music in¬ 
structors, psychologists, counselors and physicians are there 
to assist parents in raising their kids — but never to replace 
them. 

QUESTION: Since almost every couple fights from time 
to time, what distinguishes a healthy marriage from one that 
is in serious trouble? How can a husband and wife know 
when their conflicts are within normal limits and when they 
are symptoms of more serious problems? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that conflict occurs in virtually 
all marriages. That is how resentment and frustration are 
ventilated. The difference between stable families and those 
in serious trouble is evidenced by what happens after a fight. 
In healthy relationships, a period of confrontation ends in 
forgiveness — in drawing together, in deeper respect and 
understanding, and sometimes in sexual satisfaction. But in 
unstable marriages a period of conflict produces greater pain 
and anger that persist until the next fight. When that oc¬ 
curs, one unresolved issue is compounded by another and 
another. 

That accumulation of resentment is an ominous circum¬ 
stance in any marriage.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Gecko eggs in the printer a real problem tor missionaries 


Dear family and 
friends. 

As we were prepar¬ 
ing for school to start 
this week, I saw the 
computer teachers out 
under a tree. 

Curious, I went over 
to see what they were 
doing. 

A laser printer had 
stopped working at the 
end of last semester so 
they were cleaning and 
repairing it. 

They may have been 
outside in the sun try¬ 
ing to stay warm, but 
as they took the thing 
apart and started 
cleaning they found 
two unbroken eggs in¬ 
side the printer. 

A gecko or lizard 
had found a nice warm 
place to lay her eggs. 
These little eggs were 
about the size of a 
small jelly bean. 

I am sure there is 
nothing in the trouble¬ 
shooting section of the 
manual that tells you 
what to do about gecko 
eggs in the printer. 
Most of us have or 
have had geckos in our 
houses. We don’t really 
mind since they eat 
bugs. But inside our 
computers or print¬ 
ers?... well, you never 
know what you will 
find in Nigeria. 

We’ve been answer¬ 
ing questions in a de¬ 
votion booklet that en¬ 
courages us to 
‘downscale’ or be more 
careful financially. 
They suggested several 
ways. 

One was to look for 
a vacation that didn’t 
cost anything. This we 
found very interesting 
since we spent time in 
Abuja staying in a 
beautiful apartment. 

The owner let us 
stay free; he is well-to- 
do and allows mission¬ 
aries to stay for free as 
part of his tithe. We 
were very grateful and 
enjoyed our stay. 

It also provided an 
answer to the free va¬ 
cation suggested in the 
downscaling exercise. 

One of the other 
things suggested was 
to go through our clos¬ 
ets and take out things 
we don’t need to give to 
the poor. 

At the beginning of 
September last year we 
had some violent dis¬ 
turbances here in Jos 
and many people were 
in desperate need. At 
that time we went 
through our closets, 
found quite a few 
clothes that we don’t 
use, and gave them 
away. 

More recently we 
cleaned out our attic 
and gave a bunch more 
stuff away. 

We were able to 
check off another ac¬ 
tivity in downscaling. 


We would put on sev¬ 
eral layers of clothes, 
even to go to bed. 

It’s nice to have it 
warmer. Living on the 
Plateau has definite 
advantages during the 
hotter parts of the 
year, but when it’s cool 
elsewhere in Nigeria, 
Jos is cooler. 

Hillcrest School 
opened again on Tues¬ 
day, January 15 after 
about a month’s break. 
The Christmas break is 
much longer than in 
North America so that 
students whose parents 
live far away can have 
quality time with 


lunch. Other times 
we’ll eat apples or pop¬ 
corn or English muf¬ 
fins for lunch. 

Again, we are very 
fortunate to live in Jos 
where so many things 
are available. The 
young couple that 
came last August were 
overwhelmed with all 
of the fresh vegetables 
and fruit available here 
when they came for the 
Christmas vacation. 

I know about that, 
because for three and a 
half years I lived about 
40 kilometers from 
where they are living. 
There’s not much 
available there, but 


We had at least one 
family that didn’t at¬ 
tend the home school 
retreat because they 
have an older student 
attending Hillcrest and 
wanted to spend all the 
time they could with 
that student during 
the break. This is not 
unusual. 

With School back in 
session, we were able to 
buy the deep-fried pota¬ 
toes that are sold on 
the compound. 

They are quite 
greasy and probably 
not good for one’s cho¬ 
lesterol, but about once 
or twice in two weeks, 
we eat the potatoes for 


God has been very 
good to us, providing 
for all of our needs and 
many of our wants. 

After about a week of 
‘cold’ weather (lows in 
the 40’s Fahrenheit) 
during which the dust 
in the air (and on all 
surfaces) was quite 
thick, last Friday it 
was warmer and the air 
was clearer. Now, I re¬ 
alize that 5 to 15 de¬ 
grees Celsius seems 
warm in Canada and 
parts of the States (at 
this time of year), but 
we live in a cement- 
block house with no 
central heating (or any 
other kind of heating).

In the future farmers may have to market them¬ 
selves in unique ways in order to survive the times. 

And local farmers Stan and Sarah Konschuh are 
examples of implementing fresh ideas to market a 
product. 

Typically farmers are seen as those who simply 
grow a product and sell it at the end of the year for 
a profit. 

The Konschuhs, owners of Westlane Farms have 
found innovative ways to market the Blonde 
d'Aquitaines cattle on their farm. 

The Konschuhs are not simply a calving opera¬ 
tion. Because they raise purebred cattle they also 
market their bulls. And more recently they have 
started to sell home grown beef that they have proc¬ 
essed themselves. 

"The bottom line is that you have to be efficient 
at what you do. It is important to maximize every 
angle of a market," says Sarah Konschuh, just af¬ 
ter coming in from chores. 

In addition to selling their product in a variety 
of ways, promotion has also become an important 
aspect of the business done. The Konschuhs have 
set up a website to advertise their cattle and have 
created brochures explaining the different types of 
product they are offering. 

Walking though the pens at the Konschuh farm 
: it is easy to appreciate the work that has gone into 

the cattle. 

Stan and Sarah are able to easily walk through 
a pen of 25 or so yearling bulls. The temperament 
of the animals becomes increasingly evident as 
Sarah bends down and scratches the face of one of 
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Sarah shows off a new calf. The blondes tend to be thinner and longer when they are born. 


the animals. 

The walk through the pens with visitors and pro¬ 
spective customers is an important one for the 
Konschuhs, especially where selling bulls in con¬ 
cerned. 

Those in the market for a new bull or heifer are 
impressed by how quiet the animals are and are 
looking for agreeable animals to work with 
through calving seasons or when cattle have to be 
moved to another pasture. 

"Allowing people to see the product first hand is 
important," says Stan noting that the farm hosted 
two visitors in the past week. 

Besides bringing people to the farm the 
Konschuhs are also busy bringing their product to 
the people. They attend many shows to compete with 
their cattle and are planning on attending the 
upcoming Bull Congress at Olds College. 

"Exposure is important and that is what we are 
able to achieve by going to the shows," says Sarah. 

But it also allows the Konschuhs to meet with 
people who are interested in cattle. The Konschuhs 
are doing the same thing with the meat aspect of 
their business also entering it in respective compe¬ 
titions. 

And the shows, and their business itself, has 
allowed Stan and Sarah to meet similar-minded 
people - something they enjoy about the field they 
are in. 

"We thoroughly enjoy working with the cattle 
and the people involved with the business. 

Westlane Farms is located about seven miles west 
of Didsbury.

Things change in time 
says lifetime businessman

Business in Didsbury 
has changed drastically 
as the years have gone 
by and nobody knows 
that better than life-long 
businessman Len 

Berscht. 

Technology and infra¬ 
structure has changed 
the way, the volume and 
the type of business done 
in Didsbury and 
Berscht, who has spent 
a lifetime in the small 
town, knows that fact 
first-hand. 

"It's a different world 
now," said Berscht. 
"There were five cloth¬ 
ing stores in Didsbury at 
one point and we were 
one of them." 

Berscht came from a 
business family. His fa¬ 
ther John Valentine, but 
better known as J.V, ar¬ 
rived in Didsbury in 
1903 and set up a shop 
as a shoemaker and 
made footwear from 
scratch. Cowboy boots 
went for about $25 a pair 
at the time. A few years 
later, in 1910, he added 
mens and boys clothing 
and expanded the store. 

A fire ravaged Dids- 
bury's main street in 
1914 and took J.V's shop

and shoe making equip¬ 
ment with it. But with 
some resolve he built a 
new store focusing this 
time more on the cloth¬ 
ing aspect. Len's brother 
Russell joined his father 
in the venture in 1922 
three years before an¬ 
other fire burned the 
store to the ground 
again. 

Once again the 
Berschts regrouped and 
built another store - a 
building that is a focal 
point on Didsbury's 
mainstreet today. Len 
joined his father and 
brother in the business 
in 1933 and J.V. Berscht 
and sons was created. 

Len joined the 
airforce in 1942 and 
stayed there until the 


war ended in 1945 and 
came hack to the store 
after that. He became 
the owner in 1951. 

The mens aspect of 
the clothing store was 
sold to Bruce Freeman 
in 1973. In 1978, Len 
sold the rest of it off as 
he went into semiretire¬ 
ment. 

Len said Didsbury 
was the focal point of 
where business was done 
in its infancy and was 
larger than both Olds 
and Airdrie. 

The surrounding ar¬ 
eas would come to Dids¬ 
bury for supplies and 
food because there were 
more stores and more 
variety. 

He speculates that 
Olds became a larger 
centre with its decision 
to take on an agricul¬ 
tural school (now Olds 
College). 

The role infrastruc¬ 
ture played in the way 
business was done in 
Didsbury was large. 
When roads were dirt 
and poor people didn't 
have a lot of choice as 
to where they could 
shop. But an improved 
highway and the intro¬ 
duction of malls and the 
way they sold goods gave 


clients more choices - 
something that is very 
evident today. 

So too did vehicles. 
Len's brother owned the 
first Model A’ Ford in 
town. 

The fires played a role 
in the way the business 
community was eventu¬ 
ally shaped in Didsbury 
but so to did the Great 
Depression. Len said his 
father never gave money 
out to those that asked 
his father for it. Instead 
his father made a deal 
with the Chinese Res¬ 
taurant. J.V. would give 
a token to those re¬ 
questing money to eat 
that they could ex¬ 
change for a meal at the 


restaurant. J.V. would 
settle with the restau¬ 
rant later on. Len said 
his father wasn't doing 
anything extraordinary 
- many businesses in 
Didsbury came together 
to help each other out 
and get through the 
hard times. Len said 
times were tough for 
businessmen and many 
were out of jobs. People 
would arrive in town at 
different times on the 
train looking for work - 
which was scarce in 
Didsbury. Len said farm¬ 
ers had a better go at it 
because they could grow 
their own food.

Len keeps busy sell¬ 
ing memorials and flags 
at his current business 
in Town. The Berscht 
family endured hard 
times and changes and 
continually adapted to 
remain successful. But 
some old ways still suit 
Len. Although he knows 
the value of a computer 
and how they can help a 
business his desk is 
without one. 

"Sometime I wish I 
would have kept up with 
that," he said.

The Mountain View 
Waterways Restoration 
Group ("MVWRG") is 
pleased to announce the 
launch of one of its 
projects for 2002. 

The MVWRG has re¬ 
ceived funding from the 
Community Lottery 
Board #61 for its 
project, called the "Lit¬ 
tle Red Deer River Fenc¬ 
ing Project". 

With this project, the 
MVWRG will be assist¬ 
ing farmers along the 
Little Red Deer River in 
dealing with livestock 
grazing and riparian ar¬ 
eas. Riparian areas are 
the relatively wetter ar¬ 


eas immediately beside 
waterbodies like rivers, 
streams or ponds. 

Healthy riparian ar¬ 
eas are vital to farmers 
and to fish and wildlife. 
They can be very pro¬ 
ductive grazing areas. 
They provide habitat for 
wildlife. They help re¬ 
duce erosion from rivers 
and streams. They con¬ 
tribute to water quality 
and quantity in the ad¬ 
jacent river or stream. 
These plus many other 
benefits are why the 
MVWRG's doing this 
project. 

The Little Red Deer 
River Fencing Project 


will involve working 
with interested farmers 
one-on-one, on a farm- 
by-farm basis. This will 
be to determine if fenc¬ 
ing in the river's ripar¬ 
ian area is beneficial to 
the environment and the 
farm. For example, indi¬ 
vidual farmers may wish 
to consider using fenc¬ 
ing to develop "riparian 
pastures", rotational 
grazing or even exclud¬ 
ing livestock from the 
riparian area for a pe¬ 
riod of time. 

In situations where 
the goals of the farmer 
and the MVWRG are the 
same, the MVWRG will 


use funding from the 
Community Lottery 
Board #61 to help pay 
for the costs of the fenc¬ 
ing. The farmers will be 
contributing some mate¬ 
rials to the fencing, and 
will be contributing 
their labour to install 
the fence and maintain 
it. In addition, one of the 
MVWRG partners, the 
Alberta Conservation 
Association, will also be 
helping out with the 
project, providing tech¬ 
nical advice, expertise, 
and other resources.

Landowners turn to 
water well program 


through issues including facilitation and mediation 
ADR results in win-win solutions for all involved 

If you had told that to Jeri Kerluke last year, she 
might have been skeptical That’s when a sour 
gas well became operational near her Millarville, 
Alberta farm. 

"We worried about emissions and water 
contamination,” said Kerluke. "We grow 
everything we eat, so that was a major concern.” 

When the company decided to drill more wells, 
Jeri and her family's concerns were magnified. 

That's when both sides decided to try the 
EUB's ADR process. 

"For us, ADR was a non-confrontational way to 
deal with issues that were becoming roadblocks," 
said Kerluke "I was able to speak frankly and 
make my concerns known. As a result, I got 
things done that I needed to have done.” 

In Kerluke's specific situation, the company 
set up air and wind monitoring systems on 
her property. 

Through the ADR process, Kerluke now has 
more open channels of communication with 
the company. "The ADR process is really one 
of the best ways individuals can make an 
impact," she says 

Since it was launched in January 2001, ADR has 
resolved 70% of company-landowner issues 


The Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) 
recently introduced a new process, called 
Appropriate Dispute Resolution (ADR), which will 
bring landowners and oil and gas companies 
together to resolve issues. 

After consulting with landowner groups, 
government and petroleum associations, the 
EUB identified several options for people to work 


Petroleum industry funds 
replacement and restoration 


Since 1978 the petroleum industry, in 
partnership with government, the Farmer's 
Advocate and the Alberta Energy and Utilities 
Board, has funded a program to manage 
industry effects on water wells. This program 
covers the cost of restoring and replacing water 
wells affected by seismic or drilling activity. 

"If someone has a concern they call us," 
says Dean Lien, the Farmer's Advocate and 
administrator of the Water Well Restoration or 
Replacement Program "A geophysical inspector 
examines the site. We hold a committee meeting 
with the landowner, neutral community 
members and Alberta Environment. Then we 
compensate landowners if we find that damage 
has been caused by seismic or drilling activity." 

A northern Alberta landowner recently received 
assistance from this program. 

"We had a fantastic well," she says. After some 
seismic activity took place on her property, her 
well stopped working. 

"We shouldn't have to worry about drilling a 
new well," she says. She then learned about 
the restoration and replacement program and 
contacted the Farmer's Advocate. "Their help 
got my well back to its original condition 
Having this initiative is a good thing." 

Through a set of recommended practices, the 
Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers 
encourages industry to carry out landowner 
water well testing before and after drilling or 
seismic activity. 

In 2000, companies drilled 12,900 oil and gas 
wells and shot more than 15,000 kilometres 
of seismic work. During that time, the Farmer's 
Advocate reviewed 26 funding applications - 
22 landowners received compensation The 
number of applications has ranged from 15 to 
25 requests per year since the program began.

Now we ll be able 
to closely monitor any changes resulting from 
future growth."
